PORTLAND, Ore. (AP)—Doz­ 
ens of investigators hunted for 
eludes today in the mountain ra­ 
vine 
in which 
an 
airliner 
crashed, killing all 18 persons 
board. 
The Wes Coast Airlines DC9 
went down Saturday night in the 
rugged terrain about 30 miles 
southeast of Portland. 
It took 17 hours to find the 
wreckage and another three 
hours to find a way to it. The 
only way turned out to be by 
air. The forest was like a jun­ 
gle. There were no trails. Only a 
helicopter could get in, landing 
in a mountain meadow a quar- 
tor-mile from the crash. 
The impact came as the jet 
descended the western slope of 
the Cascade range. 
The plane almost made It. It 
was down to th 4,000-foot level 
and if it had not been for a 4,- 
290-foot ridge, the plane could 
have glided into Portland Air­ 
port on a flight from Eugene, 
Ore., 100 miles to the south. 
The first question for crash 
investigators is why the pilot, 
who was flying on instruments, 
apparently thought he was high 
er than 4,200 feet. 
Officials said he reported he 
was 10 minutes out of Portland. 
Ground control gave him per­ 
mission to drop from 14,000 feet. 
He was asked to report when he 
got to 12,000 feet, and in no case 
to go below 9,000 feet without 
reporting. 
At that point the radar con 
trolier said the plane disap­ 
peared from the radar scope. 
That meant it crashed, but at 
the 4,000-foot level instead of the 
12,000 or 9,000. 
Edward S. Slaery Jr., Wash- 
ingon, D.C., spokesman for the 
Civil Aeronautics Board, said it 
might be days, perhaps weeks, 
before answers would be found.

Ohio Survey 
Shows 
Employment 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Another unemployment survey, 
this time in 22 selected counties, 
showed unemployment in those 
areas declined 1.3 per cent from 
August 1964 through Aug. 1966, 
Gov. James A. Rhodes was ad­ 
vised. 
Willard P. Dudley, adminis* 
tartor of the Ohio Bureau of Un­ 
employment Compensation, told 
the governor the counties sur­ 
veyed increased their labor force 
bv 18,10 during the period, from 
381,200 in 1964 to 399,300 in 1966 
of which 364,500 (August 1964) 
and 386,900 (August 1966) were 
employed, respectively. 
Comparing the same period, 
the unemployment rate dropped 
from 4.4 per cent to 3.1 per 
cent, or from 16,700 to 12,400.

CLEVELAND (AP) — For the 
second time in two weeks James 
Flannery has been pulled out of 
trouble. 
Last week the 24-year-oid 
plumber was pulled from Lake 
Erie after his boat caught fire 
and later sank. Flannery swam 
in the lake for about 90 minutes 
before he was rescued by the 
Coast Guard. 
Today, Flannery was buried 
under sand for about five min­ 
utes before fellow workers dug 
him out of a seven-foot excava­ 
tion ditch. Workers said Flan­ 
nery found an aiipockc t under 
the sand after the ditch caved 
in and managed to keep breath­ 
ing. He was reported in good 
condition at St. John Hospital. 


They carried cameras, finger­ 
printing euipment and a vacu­ 
um cleaner. They moved quiet­ 
ly from the bedroom where the 
daugher of Charles H. Percy 
was beaten and stabbed, to the 
patio where her killer entered 
the home. They lifted finger­ 
prints from every surface, they

They were specialists from 
the Chicago Crime Laboratory. 
After two weeks of research,

i their 1? bags of physical evi­ 
dence contain the only links to 
the identity of the murderer. 
The laboratory director, Capt. 
Daniel Dragel, said the com­ 
plete report on tlie evidence 
would be ready this week. 
While Dragel’s men scoured 
the Percy home and grounds, 
Robert M. Daley, police chief of 
Kenilworth, a Chicago suburb, 
interviewed the Percy famly 
The Pcrcys wort Into seclusion 
but plan to return home this 
week. 
Detectives from the state’s 
attorney’s office and the U.S. 
Coast G’lard joined the inves­ 
tigation. The Coast Guard began 
four days >f dragging the shore­ 
line and a scuba diver peered 
along the sandy bottom of Lake 
Michigan 
searching 
for 
the 
weapons police said the killer 
carried: A double-edged knife, a 
glass cutter, a flashlight and an 
arrow-shaped hard metal in­ 
strument. 
Daley’s 
imm^d'ate 
recon 
struction of the crime indicated 
the killer approached the home 
from the beach, cut through a 
screen and glass panel of a 
patio door and murdered Val­ 
erie by inflicting four blows on 
the left side of her head and 
numerous stab wounds. 
He said there was no apparent 
motive and no reason to believe 
Valerie was the intended vic­ 
tim. 
Among vhc bags of evidence 
was a wet vrooleu man’s glove 
found 30 feet from the home. 
The bulk of physical evidence 
was taken to the crime labora­ 
tory where the tedious task of 
analysis began. The chore of 
sorting out more than 300 leads 
faced Daley. 
After thorough interrogation, 
fingerprinting of 220 persons 
and canvassing of hardware 
stores to determine if any of the 
killer’s tools were recently pur­ 
chased, Daley said: “We have 
no suspects."

He 
said he could not violate his par­ 
ty oath of loyalty. 
Maddox, an arch segregation­ 
ist and fierce critic of the na­ 
tional Democratic leadership, 
won nomination last Wednesday 
in a primary runoff with mod­ 
erate Ellis G. Amall. Weltner 
said Maddox was 
"the 
very 
symbol of violence and oppres­ 
sion. 
‘His entire public career is 
directly contrary to my deep­ 
est convictions and beliefs," 
said Weltner, who voted for the 
1965 Voting Rights Act, "and 
while I cannot violate my oath, 
neither can I violate my princi­ 
ples. 
"I will give up my office be­ 
fore I give up my principles." 
Weltner was a leader in the 
congressional investigation of 
the Ku Klux Klan during the 
last session. 
His Atlanta con­ 
stituency includes a large num­ 
ber of Negroes. 
Maddox, en route to Savannah 
for a speaking engagement was 
not immediately available for 
comment.

Additional port facilities are 
being built along the river near 
Saigon, but the new berths may 
not be ready for months.

knowledge a bottleneck but at 
tribute it chiefly to the South 
Vietnamese government’s dras­ 
tic economic reforms they say 
this resulted in jammed ware 
houses. 
The government and shipping 
sources said there was practi 
cally no backlog of ships in 
June. 
Now, they said, there are 
about 50 freighters moored off 
Vung Tau, near the mouth of 
the Saigon River, and another 
dozen anchored and waiting in 
the river near Saigon. Other 
ships are being held as far away 
as Manila and Yokohama. 
They estimated the average 
waiting period about about 30 
day«.

Because of the continuing hints that 
federal taxes in the United States may 
rise again next year, a study released 
by Commerce Clearing House on the 
competitive tax advantages between 
Canada and the U. S. is timely, 
at the study shows is that the ad­ 
vantage in the great majority of cases 
ties with Canada. In some income cate­ 
gories, the advantage is considerable. 
Commerce Clearing House, a nation­ 
wide authority on tax and business law, 
reports that a married American with 
two small children would pay $290 in 
taxes on a $5,000 income. His Canadian 
counterpart would pay only $205. 
Similarly, at the $10,000 income level 
the U. S. taxpayer would pay $1,114 and 
the Canadian $987. Single taxpayers are 
socked hardest in both countries, but 
the U. S, bachelor might consider flee­ 
ing north when he learns an income of 
$10,000 costs $1,742 in U. S. tares but 
“only” $1,313 in Canadian. Canadians 
have another advantage at all income 
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levels with family allowances ranging 
from $72 to $96 per child for children 
under 16. 
Only at income levels in excess of 
$20,000 do Canadians pay more taxs 
than Americans. Th tax bill for our 
theoretical taxpayer then b e c o m e » 
$3,858 Canadian and $3,764 U. S. 
There are several obvious conclusions 
to be drawn from the CCH comparative 
study. The main one, of course, is that 
the average U. S. taxpayer pays signi­ 
ficantly higher federal taxes than his j 
Canadian counterpart. The single tax 
payer is placed at a particular disad­ 
vantage in the United States. 
Since federal taxes are only a part of 
the burden taxpayers everywhere must 
carry, a comparison of local or state 
and provincial taxes between the two 
neighbors would be equally illuminat­ 
ing. The suspicion is well founded, con­ 
sidering the rapid growth of such taxes 
in the United States during the last dec­ 
ade, that the U.S. has lost that compari­ 
son also.

What causes a wound or an 
infected area to feel warm?

An 
emotional disturbance causes 
more adrenalin to be poured 
into the blood stream, helping to

TAIPEI, Taiwan—The mes­ 
sage came while our party was 
inspecting the naval port and

Since the news from 
Red China would seem to make 
it appear that a year of great 
and unforeseen opportunity may 
be dawning for the Free Chin­ 
ese to exploit troubles on the 
mainland, I hurried back to Tai­ 
pei as fast as I could. The ty­ 
phoon clouds that enveloped the 
plane for a trip of a couple of 
hundred miles over the moun­ 
tainous spine of the beautiful 
island seemed just as opaque 
and the future of Asia, but pos­ 
sibly Chiang, who had fought 
the Communists for forty years 
and remains the Generalissimo 
of 600,000 crack troops, could 
offer something to pierce the 
obscurity. 
Presently I found myself be­ 
ing driven to the summer home 
of President Chiang on Yang 
Ming Mountain, which, signifi­ 
cantly, is named for a Confu­ 
cian 
scholar 
who 
said “to 
know is not enough you must 
act on it.” James Shen, the 
Generalissimo’s interpreter for 
ten years, had told me that his 
boss, who is nearing eighty, is 
in 
excellent 
shape, 
but 
I 
wasn’t prepared for the young­ 
ish, almost dapper, person who 
entered the room and bade me 
be seated beneath one of his 
wife’s remarkable paintings. 
The interview was mn quite 
orthodox, for Chiang himself 
did most of the questioning for 
a full half hour. He wanted to 
know about the whole American 
scene. One question in particu­ 
lar cracked through the room. 
In James Shen’s paraphrase it 
was, “What would be the reac­ 
tion in the United States if the 
Free Chinese were to invade the 
mainland 
on their own?” 
I tried to answer as carefully 
as I could. The American at­ 
titude would surely be condi­ 
tioned by fear. The nature of the 
response would depend on the 
degree of provocation: Ameri­ 
cans need the sinking of a 
“Maine” or a Pear! Harbor or 
a Cuban missile crisis to bring 
them to accept the risk of war. 
I said there would be a howl 
from the Left if the Free Chin­ 
ese were to try invasion, .and 
mentioned 
the American at­ 
titude as of the year 193* . when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's famous 
“quarantine th e aggressors'* 
speech provoked a wave 
of 
apprehension. But, as hi 1937, 
there could be second thoughts. 
Then, as toe interview devel­ 
oped. it became apparent that 
the Generalissimo was thinking 
that historical opportunity might 
present itself in compelling fash­ 
ion at an unforeseen moment. 
He spoke about Un Piao, Red 
China's Defense Minister and 
Mao’s anointed candidate 
for 
future leadership. When M a* 
goes, there is a question wheth 
er Lin Piao will have the loyal­ 
ty of the army. As Chiang out 
hued it, the fact that Mao and 
Lin turned to the Red Guard 
rather than thrust the soc tiled 
l iberation

When that time 
comes, a mere local U. S. vic­ 
tory in Vietnam will dwindle to 
a side issue. Mao and Lin fig­ 
ure they could sacrifice 300,000,- 
OOO C h i n e s e in an atomic 
war and still win. Chiang said 
there will be no chance for a 
“soft,” or Khrushchev-type, gen­ 
eration to d e v e l o p in Red 
China, as it did over a forty- 
year period in Russia, for his­ 
tory is r u n n i n g too fast. 
Atomic technology is moving 
much more swiftly in Red Chi­ 
na than biological processes, 
and the crunch with the West 
will come before a peaceful 
younger Red mainland genera­ 
tion can mature.

At the first bright hint of 
spring, even your freshly laun­ 
dered wash may seem drab.

winter months it has been sub 
Jected to extra dirt circulated 
around the house by the heat 
ing system, and to soap deter­ 
gent

repeated 
washings which 
leave 
theii 
mark in the form of that old 
bugaboo, tank tale gray. And 
it’s been deprived of its oppor­ 
tunity to flap on the line and 
absorb the brightening rays 
f 
the sun. 
To put the sparkle back in 
sheets, pillowcases and towels 
as well as those items that see 
wash water less frequently— 
such as 
bedspread, 
curtains, 
throw rugs, etc.—give them 
a 
spring freshening just as you 
do for the house. 
A simple process—stripping 
beds, etc.) — Is the start. Gath­ 
er together everything In need 
of a treatment, freshly laund 
ered items included Deal them 
out into white and colored heaps 
of the proper weight, including 
large and small items in each. 
With the water temperature 
set at “hot” add with five ta­ 
blespoons of good old sal soda 
concentrated

To help prevent a recurrence 
of the drah look, try adding 
three tablespoons of sal soda 
concentrated to both wash and 
rinse water at all future laun­ 
derings.

and helps kre-: fabrics soft 
Just remember since sal soda 
is primarily a water softener, 
you should use less detergent 
than you usually do or you will 
have more suds than your bar­ 
gained for.
